1° New Millennium stamp. 


A special commemorative stamp was designed to mark the year 2000, the new millennium, 
essentially by enlarging the Machin head used on the standard definitive series. This resulted in 
part of the Queen’s shoulder being omitted and the lower portion of the design ‘running off the 
bottom of the stamp. The new Olive-brown colour used for the portrait and value contrasts well 
against the pure white background. The stamp went on sale on the 6" J anuary 2000 in sheets of 
200 and booklets of 10, and remained on sale until the end of the year.
